It is in celebration of Kids’ 
Day, sponsored by Kiwanis Inter­ 
national, Friday and Saturday in 
Arlington Heights and in hundreds 
of other communities. 
Plans for local

obtained f r o m neighboring 
cities, and examinations of 
the meters themselves com­ 
pleted, the committee decided 
that the McGee-Hale Park-O- 
Meter was the best meter for the 
money, although not the cheapest. 
This decision was based, as the 
committee felt it should be, on 
what value was to be received for 
the dollars spent, and not just the 
net number of dollars involved. 
THE COMMITTEE stated, “If 
dollars and not dependability and 
quality were the criterion for most 
purchases, many times each of us 
would find ourselves in the posi­ 
tion of not having made the mo^t 
economical purchase.” 
It felt this same thinking should 
be applied to village purchases. 
There are 19 cities in this area, 
including Evanston, which use this 
particular meter. 
The Park-O-Meter bid was ac­ 
cepted with the stipulation the vil­ 
lage could fill in the exact amount 
of meters needed when the final 
count was made of on-street nark­ 
ing spaces. The board has not 
been able to obtain a commitment 
from the Chicago and North West­ 
ern railroad to meter the railroad 
parking lots, so at this time it is 
not possible to order meters for 
these lots. 
ONLY OBJECTOR to the motion 
approving the parking meters was 
Trustee 
Charles 
Rehfeldt. 
He 
pointed out that in his opinion it 
would take at least six extra men 
to check the meters, collecting 
and counting the money, winding 
the meters, and keeping them in 
repair. He cited several instances 
in other towns where the automatic* 
meters froze in the winter, causing 
a loss in revenue. 
The rest of the board felt they 
had weighed the matter thorough­ 
ly, and certainly realized there 
would be some expense involved in 
the upkeep of the meters, but felt 
such additional expense would be 
paid out of the meter revenue and 
not out of the money appropriated 
to run the village.

Reported In Area 
* 
Seven cases of polio have been 
reported in 
Arlington 
Heights 
since August 14, according to in­ 
formation received from the of­ 
fice of Dr. John Hall, director of 
the Cook County Health depart­ 
ment. 
There have been three cases 
reported in Palatine 
since 
the 
opening of the current polio sea­ 
son, two in Mount Prospect, one 
of which resulted in death of a 
young boy, and one in Prospect 
Meadows. 
Latest Arlington Heights vic­ 
tim is Katleen Coffey, 7, of 414 
E. Rockwell. She is being treated 
at Evanston hospital 
for 
non­ 
paralytic polio. Muriel Hofer, 25, 
of 913 N. Douglas, contracted 
non-paralytic polio 
September 
IO, and is also confined to Ev­ 
anston hospital. Barbraa Geddes, 
4, of 616 Mayfair, 
became 
ill 
September 5, and was takep to 
Evanston hospital for treatment. 
Other cases in Arlington in­ 
clude Joan Locascio, 22, of 921 
Salem, spinal polio, and Janice 
Sitarz, 5, 607 Frederick, spinal 
polio, both of whom are in Ev­ 
anston hospital. The other two 
victims are Russell Brown, 7, of 
608 E. Oakton, who is suffering 
from bulbar and encephalitic po 
lio, and Judith Johns, 8 , of 1017 
N. Douglas, spinal polio, both o 
whom are in St. Joseph hospital, 
Elgin. 
The Prospect Meadows patten 
is Richard Le’Brun, six months 
old, of 444 Bob-o-Link, who is 
in Evanston hospital with spina 
polio. 
John Jordan, 28, of 165 S 
Chicago, 
Palatine, 
became 
ill 
with spinal polio September 
and is being treated at Evans 
ton hospital.

RECENT attempts to call meet­ 
ings of the Chest board of direc­ 
tors have met with little success. 
Since a quorum of directors has 
not been present at any called 
meeting since early last spring, 
official business of the Chest has 
been at a standstill. 
The local Chest organization was 
established in 1952 and surpassed 
its 1952-53 fund drive goal of $16,- 
000 by more than $3,000. Last 
year’s fund drive to raise slightly 
over $21,000 fell'almost $9,000 short 
of its mark. The net deficit, with 
the aid of the previous year’s sur­ 
plus was just under $6,000. 
At least one of the 12 agencies 
covered in last year’s Community 
Chest appeal has indicated that it 
would just as soon not be included 
in any united fund raising drive 
here this year. Another has al­ 
ready indicated that it is prepared 
to go ahead with a separate drive. 
Presumably others would follow 
suit.

Doctor Pleads Case for 
Medical Buildiag ia Heights

The property in question mus 
be rezoned from residential to 
commercial to permit the erec 
tion of the building. A repor 
from the zoining board of ap­ 
peals, which held a hearing on 
the m atter Septmber 9, recom­ 
mended to the village board that 
the request to allow the varia­ 
tion in zoning be disallowed. The 
zoning board based its decision 
upon the fact adjacent property 
owners had brought forth sound 
reasons for objecting to the var­ 
iation and the fact that three 
times previously the petition to 
rezone had been denied. 


HOWEVER, Dr. Fred Ahlers, 
who petitioned for the rezoning, 
further pleaded his case before 
the village board. He said pro­ 
fessional buildings are bot clas­ 
sed as commercial, and this part­ 
icular building he plans to erect 
has been put up in residential 
areak throughout the country. 
In his opinion it could not 
possibly decrease property val­ 
ues inasmuch as the building 
would cost as much, in most in­ 
stances, more, than the homes 
existing in the area. He showed 
a picture of the one story build­ 
ing, which was modern in design 
and resembled the ranch homes 
jeing built today. 
The objectors stated s u c h a 
business would create a traffic 
and health problem in the area, 
which the doctor believed could 
not be possible with the build­ 
ing being used solely for profes­ 
sional p u r p o s e s . He said the 
grounds would be nicely land­ 
scaped and the 
parking 
area 


for professional purposes for a 
IO or 20 year period, whatever 
the village would require.

SINCE THE hearing Dr. Ahlers 
has contacted some of the ob­ 
jectors who signed the petition, 
who, after being advised of the 
type business going in the area, 
are willing to 
withdraw 
their 
objections. They said they had 
been misinformed about 
what 
the property was being rezoned 
for. 
The doctor also 
pointed 
out 
that in the other requests for 
rezoning the petitioners desired 
to use the property for a delica­ 
tessen and a dairy store, which 
he felt would have been an en­ 
croachment on the rights of ad­ 
jacent properties. 
In view of these facts, the vil­ 
lage board recommended that Dr 
Ahlers contact all the property 
owners in the area and present 
his case directly to them. Then, 
if there seems to be a general 
change of f e e l i n g , he should 
again come before the board, 
which in turn will refer the mat­ 
ter back to the zoning board of 
appeals for a rehearing.

Governor William G. Stratton, 
Cook County Democratic chair­ 
man Richard J. Daley and Cook 
County Republican chairman Ed­ 
ward F. Moore have all stated 
that the James J. Adduci 
sur­ 
prise candidacy for the Legisla­ 
ture is “the best argument for re­ 
apportionment.” 
What is reapportionment? How 
is it related to the Adduci case? 
Why are the responsible leaders 
of both political parties supporting 
it? Here are the answers, furnish­ 
ed by the Illinois Committee for 
Constitutional Revision, the civic 
group leading the campaign for 
the reapportionment amendment: 
What is the Blue Ballot 
Reapportionment Amendment? 
To preserve representative gov­ 
ernment, the apportionment clause 
of the Illinois Constitution requires 
the Legislature to “apportion” the 
State every ten years so that each 
legislative district will contain ap­ 
proximately equal population. De­ 
spite vast shifts of population, 
making the districts unequal, suc­ 
cessive legislatures, in violation of 
the Constitution, have refused to 
remap since 1901. Such failure has 
resulted in a breakdown of repre­ 
sentative government in Illinois. 
The Blue Ballot Amendment pro­ 
vides a new constitutional ap­ 
proach guaranteeing fair appor­ 
tionment of legislative representa­ 
tion in the future, and so is called 
the 
“Reapportionment 
Amend­ 
ment.** 
How is the Reapportionment 
Amendment related to the so­ 
called Chicago West Side Bloc? 
In the past half-century, areas 
in Chicago, particularly near to 
the loop, have changed from resi­ 
dential secitons to commercial and 
industrial sections. Yet, because 
there has been no remapping since 
1901, the Legislative districts are 
unchanged, despite the sharp re­ 
duction in population. 
As a result, ‘‘rotten boroughs” 
have been created that have been 
susceptible to control by a politi­ 
cal element that has been severe­ 
ly criticized by the press and re­ 
sponsible leadership and that has 
come to be known as the “West 
Side Bloc,” The “West Side Bloc” 
legislators, 
which 
include 
both 
Democrats and Republicans, have 
had a very cynical attitude to­ 
ward the people they represent. 
This is evidenced cie arb’ by the 
Adduci case, in which James J. 
Yacullo dropped out of the race 
for the Legislature and was re­ 
placed by James J. Adduci in a 
surprise switch controlled by a 
Senatorial District committee, ap­ 
parently dominated by Adduci, 
long a leader of the West Side 
Bloc. 
Five tinv “West Side Bloc” dis­ 
tricts in Chicago outvote the aver­ 
age Illinois citizen by two and 
three to one! Almost a million 
home dwellers in the greying resi­ 
dential area of suburban Cook 
county are outvoted by the West 
Side Bloc districts 16 to I! The 
proposed reapportionment would 
knock out the bloc districts by 
creating new, large districts that 
could not be controlled or manipu­ 
lated. 
Are there many disparities in 
representation outside of the 
West Side Bloc? 
Emphatically—yes! 
The residents of the 7th Legis­ 
lative district, embracing most of 
the suburban towns of Cook coun­ 
ty, have less than one-fourth the 
legislative 
representation 
d u e 
them under the present S t a t e 
Constitution. In comparsion with 
the 
smallest districts of Cook 
County this situation is even more 
shocking. To illustrate, 
t h e s e 
suburban residents have less than 
1/16 the vote of the residents of 
Chicago’s West Side 17th District. 
Most Chicagoans have only a- 
bout one-half the legislative voice 
due them under the present Con­ 
stitution. 
Comparisons 
between 
Chicago districts are startling. The 
3,000,000 residents of Chicago’s 8 
largest districts are restricted to 
the same number of legislators as 
represent the 600,000 residentsof 
the 8 smallest districts, and are 
thus outvoted 5-to-l. 
In the 101 counties outside o f 
Cook, the distortions while not as 
extreme, are still great. Numer­ 
ous Downstate districts have less 
than the representation demanded 
by the Constitution. Comparison 
of the average-size Downstate dis­ 
trict 
with 
Chicago’s 5 grossly 
over-represented 
districts 
shows 
the average Downstate resident is 
outvoted 3-to-l, or more, by the 
residents of those 5 Chicago dis­ 
tricts. 


How does the present situation 
threaten you and your 
children? 
Civic leaders and responsible 
legislatures agree that the major 
problems of Illinois are rooted in 
this 59-year failure to remap the 
districts. The needed moderniza­ 
tion of our judicial system, the 
failure of Illinois cities to serve 
their people, the rising tide of 
crime, the critical needs of the 
youth of our state - are only a 
few of the many problems 
de­ 
manding legislative action. F o r 
selfish 
reasons, 
small blocs of 
legislators from Chicago and else­ 
where 
have 
repeatedly * vetoed 
legislation needed to solve these 
problems. The Amendment pro­ 
vides your “Gateway to BetteV 
Government.” 
Why has the Legislature refused 
to “remap” the Districts under 
the present Constitution? 
In fairness to the Legislature, 
it should be noted that strict com- 
liance with the Constitution would 
ave given Cook County control of 
both the Senate and House, a re­ 
sult few residents of Cook County 
would consider in the best interests 
of the State. However, for fifty 
years, a compromise has been Total 


awaited, similar to that in our 
Federal Congress. 
The Blue Ballot Reapportion­ 
ment amendment provides this 
long-needed 
compromise 
giving 
to the downstate and rural com­ 
munities of the State control of 
the Senate on a geographical ba­ 
sis, while continuing representa­ 
tion in the House on a population 
basis. 
How will the Blue Ballot 
Reapportionment Amendment 
affect the Illinois Senate? 
Under the Amendment, Illinois 
will have 58 senatorial districts, 
each represented, as now, by one 
State Senator. The Legislature in 
1955 must prepare a new map al­ 
locating these districts permanent­ 
ly between the following areas

The Legislature is required to pre­ 
pare a new map in 1963 and at 
19-year intervals thereafter, 
con­ 
forming with shifts in population 
in these three areas. This guaran­ 
tees that the vote of each citizen, 
wherever he lives, will be of equal 
weight in all future elections of 
House members. 
Can we be sure future legislatures 
will obey the Amendment? 
If the Legislature fails to obey 
the Amendment, 9 then the Gover­ 
nor must act. He is required to 


appoint a commission of 19 per^ 
sons (5 from each of the 2 major 
political parties). If this commis­ 
sion fails within 4 months to draft 
a new map, then all legislators 
thereafter seeking office must run 
“at large” in State-wide election. 
This 
procedure 
assures 
future 
compliance by the Legislature and 
guarantees true representat iv e 
government. 
How does Reapportionment 
relate to the Gateway 
Amendment? 
In 1950 the people of Illinois won 
a great civic victory when 
they 
adopted the Gateway Amendment 
to make possible in the future 
such needed changes as Reappor­ 
tionment. The Blue Ballot Reappor­ 
tionment Amendment is a contin­ 
uing part of the Gateway 
pro 
gram for good government. 
How will the people of Illinois 
benefit from the Amendment? 
The Blue Ballot Reapportion­ 
ment Amendment offers the people 
of Illinois their first opportunity in 
50 years to make their Legislature 
truly representative, to eliminate 
“bloc” domination and minority 
rule, and to end the disgraceful 
moral breakdown in government 
which is the direct result of ignor­ 
ing a basic Constitutional require­ 
ment. 
How can the Blue Ballot 
Reapportionment Amendment 
be adopted? 
The Amendment will be adopt­ 
ed if the majority of the citizens 
going to the polls on November 2, 
or two-thirds of those voting on 
the Blue Ballot proposition itself, 
vote “Yes.”

The 
Barrington 
high 
school 
board of education, faced with a 
record enrollment of 510 students, 
met last week with civic organi­ 
zations to discuss the possibility of 
expanding the present physical 
plant. 
R. D. Sturtevant, president of 
the board, said that he had no al­ 
ternative but to ask the tax payers 
for funds to provide additional 
rooms. He predicted that n e x t 
year’s enrollment will reach 
536 
and within five years be at least 
827. 
All available classrooms in the 
building are now in use every 
period of the day. 
An assessed valuation of $25, 
000,000 at the time the building 
was constructed has now reached 
$39,000,000.

High School Enrollment 
Committee in Final Report 


In an effort to be as factual and 
thorough as possible, this commit­ 
tee has gathered the following in­ 
formation: 
I. Letters from all principals 
and superintendents of elementary 
schools within the High School dis­ 
tinct containing past final spring 
enrollment figures, this past school 
year’s 
final 
enrollment 
figures, 
and their anticipated figures for 
graduating classes as far in the 
^pture as possible. 
/ 2. A letter from the Superin­ 
tendent 
of 
Palatine 
elementary 
schools giving present enrollment 
and 
possible 
September 
enroll­ 
ment figures for die Rolling Mea­ 
dows area. 
3. Complete charts of all en­ 
rollment figures from the County 
Superintendent’s 
office 
for 
all 
schools within 
the 
High 
School 
area—both fall and spring—fur­ 
nished by the High School office. 
4. 
Complete projection charts 
complied in 1952 for both Arling­ 
ton Heights and Mount Prospect. 
5. Phone reports from each prin­ 
cipal or superintendent 
having 
Mexican children enrollled, which 
have been added to each of the 
above letters. 
6. Letters from St. Patrick Acad­ 
emy and St. George High school 
(Catholic high schools nearest this 
area). 
7. Report from 
the 
office 
of 
Lewis Menken, Supt, of 
Luther 
high North. 
8. Report from Msgr. Burke of 
the 
Chancery office 
concerning 
building of Catholic high schools 
in this area. 
These letters and reports 
a r e 
available to anyone 
who 
would 
want to consider the enrollment 
problem in more detail. 
To summarize this information 
and give you some of the interest­ 
ing facts which we have received: 
a) 
Although 
this 
committee 
chose final spring figures to rep­ 
resent the most stable figure to 
use throughout in establishing an 
average per cent rate of growth 
for each age group, a sampling of 
per cent rate using fall figures— 
even though considerably different 
—shows substantially the same re­ 
lative rate of growth. 
b) Although figures from 
the 
County Superintendent’s 
of f i c e 
were used, figures from individual 
principals 
and 
superintendents 
were used as a check in all pos­ 
sible instances. A variation of not 
more than 1-5 was found in any 
case. 
c) 
In any given year between 
50 and IOO Mexican children in 
all grades have been included in 
our total enrollment figures, as 
have been 10-20 children from par- 
ocial schools who are expected to 
continue in a parochial high school 
and, although FeehanVille district 
is almost entirely within this High 
School area, it was found that al­ 
most all of their children attend 
Maine Township High school, 
so 
in this case no students from that 
school were included in our charts. 
These factors would seem to more 
or less balance each other for the 
purpose of this analysis. 
d) If not obvious, it is never­ 
theless a fact, that in any age 
group enrollment figure for a giv­ 
en year, the move-in—drop-o u t 
factors are automatically account­ 
ed for in the succeeding enroll­ 
ment figure in that age group. 
e) Mr. Jordan, Supt, of Pala­ 
tine, gives June enrollment 
for 
Rolling 
Meadows 
area 
as 
107 
and his approximate September 
enrollment as 304 - ^ of these 
are expected in K, I, 2 grades. 
For the time being this particular 
factor has only been accounted 
for in our average growth antici­ 
pation. 
f) It cannot be expected t h a t 
our problem will be alleviated ex­ 
cept in a very small way by any 
parochial high school being built 
here in the near future. 
g) We should be warned by the 
Arlington Heights 
and 
M o u n t 
Prospect elementary projections, 
which were compiled in 1952 and 
on similar bases to the one used 
liere. In many cases there is al­ 
ready a greater number enrolled 
for 1954 than was expected in 1955 
classes. 
h ) It is of interest - but not 
pertinent to this problem - t h a t 
each year there are more of our 
Mexican children remaining 
i n 
school in the higher grades. Sev­ 
eral are known to be interested in 
attaining a higher education. 
We are 
submitting 
a 
second 
chart which will show a method 
for estimating future enrollments 
for the High School. The factual 
half of Chart I 
has 
not 
been 
changed. The figure shown in par­ 
enthesis just under any enroll­ 
ment figure for a given grade-year 
will show the per cent growth of 
that age group from the preceed­ 
ing year. In Chart II there will 
be a very slight change in the 
figures in the “average per cent 
increase per year” column since 
these figures have been recomput­ 
ed. 
By continuing the increase 
in 
each age group at the average 
per cent rate of growth for that 
group, we have arrived at the pre­ 
dicted future enrollment figures 
shown. 
Again, as with Chart I describ­ 
ed in our 7/15/54 report, certain 
elements should be pointed out: 
Kindergarten figures are shown 
but not used determining per cent 
increase.

Candidates for the Illinois gener­ 
al assembly, federal congress, and 
other public offices are now being 
subjected to attempted bribery by 
organized pressure groups that are 
seeking to line up votes now for 
their pet projects, using endorse­ 
ment of the candidates for election 
as the bribe. 
Candidates for the Illinois gener­ 
al assembly are asked by the Illi­ 
nois State Employees’ Council, “so 
that we may know, regardless of 
political affiliations, who will be 
our friends in the next general 
assembly,” whether they will vote 
for and support legislation estab­ 
lishing a maximum 40-hour, 5-day 
work-week for all state employees 
“and the necessary appropriations 
to make this possible; ’ for legis­ 
lation increasing wages “and the 
necessary appropriations to make 
this possible;” for three weeks’ 
vacation with pay to state employ­ 
ees with ten or more years of con­ 
tinuous service “and the necessary 
appropriations to make this possi­ 
ble;” for a “reasonable hospital­ 
ization plan with the state sharing 
in the cost “and the necessary ap­ 
propriations to make this 
poss- 
ble;” along with other questions on 
civil service and collective bar­ 
gaining rights. 
The questionnaire does not ask 
whether the candidates will sueh 
port an increase in the retailers’ 
occupation tax (sales tax) to pay 
for the multimillion dollar increase 
in costs, although this is a fair 
question since the state’s financial 
cupboard is becoming more like 
Mother Hubbard’s every day.

In the September 16 issue of 
the Arlington Heights Herald an 
article appeared stating that my 
daughter, Cheryl

condition, we went to the meet­ 
ing and asked them to fill up 
the holes and make our roads 
passable 
and 
they 
said 
they 
would. 
After waiting all sum­ 
mer and no repairs, I met L. 
Rediker (Town Clerk) and ask­ 
ed if we had to get a lawyer to 
have our roads fixed and he in­ 
formed me that they were un­ 
der no obligation to do anything 
for us. 
I ara now asking if there is 
anyway to compel them to live 
up to the law. We are not ask­ 
ing for a lot, but as tax payers 
we are entitled to some consid­ 
eration.

From his remarks at the last 
Arlington Heights village board 
meeting and his articles in the 
Fence Post, Mr. Rehfeldt is not 
aware of his responsibilities as 
a 
trustee, 
and 
the fact 
that 
Illinois 
State 
law sets forth 
methods of procedure which gov­ 
erning bodies should follow. 
For example, the matter of 
municipal 
garbage 
disposal 
which is set forth in Chapter 23, 
section 40 of the Illinois State 
Statute and 
specifically states 
the governing body shall have 
the authority to handle the mat­ 
ter if it sees fit. 
Mr. Rehfeldt is apparently not 
aware that the matter of a north 
side fire house has to come be­ 
fore the voters by means of a 
referendum, as set forth in chap­ 
ter 24, sec. 33.1 of Illinois State 
Statutes. 
Further, he was in 
error when he stated members 
of this board did not want to 
submit this proposition to the 
voters. 
No board member has 
ever had any other idea in mind, 
nor can we by law. 
The appointment of the vil­ 
lage manager is also set forth 
in Illinois law and was done 
according to state statutes. 
Mr. Rehfeldt stated we are 
planning 
a 
municipal 
garage. 
Of this the board members do 
not know to what he refers, as 
at no time has there been any 
discussion of building a muni­ 
cipal garage for public park­ 
ing. 
If he means the erection 
of a storage shed for the pro­ 
tection of presently owned ma­ 
chinery and equipment, it only 
makes good business sense to 
protect 
such 
equipment, 
but 
that matter will be handled in 
accordance with means prescrib­ 
ed by law when the matter is 
considered. 
Specifically, 
the 
m atter 
at 
hand to which the trustee Mr. 
Rehfeldt, objected was parking 
meters. Again, Illinois State Sta­ 
tute chapter 24, sec. 52.1 provides, 
“Any municipality is authorized 
to acquire by purchase or other­ 
wise, own, manage, control, er­ 
ect, maintain, and operate park­ 
ing meters to the regulation, 
control, and parking of motor 
vehicles as the corporate author­ 
ities may from time to time find 
the 
necessity 
therefore 
exists, 
providing that it shall be sub­ 
mitted to and receive approval 
of the plan commission before 
establishing any parking facili­ 
ties. 
(The 
Plan 
Commission 
acted on March I, 1954). 
It 
may charge for the use thereof. 
It may enter into contracts with 
the objects and purpose of this 
article. 
“Coiporate authorities of any 
municipality are hereby granted 
authority to make all reasonable 
rules 
and 
regulations 
not 
in 
conflict with the laws of Illinois, 
or ordinances of the municipality 
regarding the management and 
control and use of 
any 
such 
parking facilities.” 
Instead of “violating the pub­ 
lic rights of the people,” as Mr. 
Rehfeldt states, we feel parking 
meters will: I. Speed the park­ 
ing 
turnover 
providing 
more 
parking space; 2. Provide rev­ 
enue for the purchase of off the 
street parking lots. 
Thus, instead of violating pub­ 
lic rights, it spreads the bene­ 
fits of additional parking to all 
the 
taxpayers 
of 
Arlington 
Heights 
instead 
of 
restricting 
parking to a few. 
Members of 
the parking committee 
have 
discussed the Arlington Heights 
parking and traffic problem with 
the best traffic experts and le­ 
gal minds in the State of Il­ 
linois, and these experts have 


suggested the procedure we a rt 
now following. 
The 
Arlington Heights plan 
commission has been working 
on this problem since last fall. 
It held a number of open hear­ 
ings on this matter, to whicn 
everyone was invited. 
A poll 
was taken among the business 
men. 
In all instances an over­ 
whelming majority favored go­ 
ing ahead on this undertaking 
and the plan commission so rec­ 
ommended. 
The 
trustees 
are 
only 
fulfilling 
the 
duties 
tor 
which they were elected when 
they take action. 
At no time during the months 
of discussion has Mr. Rehfeldt 
ever expressed any opposition 
to parking meters to any of the 
board members prior to the pre­ 
pared statement of September 7, 
1954 to the press. 
Incidentally, 
at no time has he made any 
suggestions ta the board, or any 
committee, constructive or oth­ 
erwise, for a solution to our 
parking problem. 
As for Mr. Rehfeldt’s article in 
the Fence Post suggesting a so­ 
lution to the parking problem, 
the method suggested is not le­ 
gal according to Illinois State 
law. If it were legal, how would 
he recommend the purchase of 
lots be financed? 
We feel the taxpayers should 
know the facts concerning prob­ 
lems receiving official consider­ 
ation.

Food Chains Cut Costs 
Of Food Distribution 


The cost of the complete fqod 
distribution operation has been 
reduced by chain food stores and 
super markets from 24Vic on the 
dollar in 1933 to 18 %c today, 
according to a study just 
com­ 
pleted by the national associa­ 
tion of food chains. 
This has 
been accomplished in spite 
of 
steadily increasing wages 
ana 
other operating expenses. 
A report bv Harvard Univer­ 
sity for 1933 showed that even 
then food chains had made sub­ 
stantial reductions in the spread 
between their cost and 
selling 
pfrice. 
In that year, when start­ 
ing salaries for clerks and truck 
drivers were one-third of what 
they are now, the expense of 


operation, 
including 
net earn­ 
ings, of most food 
chains 
a- 
mounted to approximately 24c 
on a dollar of sales. 
Hours for employees were sub­ 
stantially reduced and wages on 
the average were tripled during 
the intervening period but, in 
1953, the total cost of the ware­ 
housing, transporting and retail­ 
ing functions performed by food 
chains was only 18Vie on a dol­ 
lar of sales. 
This figure includ­ 
ed a profit of about Ic on the 
sales dollar.

1 bushel tomatoes 
12 large onions 
6 sweet red peppers 
6 sweet green peppers 
8 hot finger peppers 
3 to 4 garlic buds 
Vi pound salt 
4 pounds sugar, or 
more 
to 
taste 
2 quarts cider vinegar 
4 boxes mixed pickling spices 
Dip tomatoes 
into 
scalding 
water and peel. Cut into pieces 
and drain as much juice as pos­ 
sible. 
Grind onions, peppers and gar­ 
lic in a food chopper and add to 
tomatoes. Add salt, 
sugar 
and

Worst Year Looms Ahead For 
Spread Of Dutch Elm Ills 


The Dutch elm disease threat 
is worse than ever before. 
Two mild winters 
and 
two 
successive years drought 
have 
made for a higher population of 
elm bark beetles. 
These insects 
are carriers of the disease taking 
a heavy toll of the nation’s fin 
est shade trees. 
Last summer showed infesta­ 
tion many times greater than in 
any season since 
the 
arboreal 
malady first was recognized in 
the early 1930’s. 
This year in­ 
dications are the scourge will be 
even more severe, according to 
F. R. Lancaster, plant pathologist 
of the Davey Tree Expert Co. 
* * * 


IF THE HOME owner knows 
or suspects Dutch elm disease is 
getting a foothold in the area, he 
had better check his trees care­ 
fully, advises the expert. Symp­ 
toms are brown, 
yellow 
and 
green wilted foliage and barren 
drooping branches after the dis­ 
eased leaves have fallen. 
Such symptoms may indicate 
other tree ills, as well. But there 
is an accurate check to deter­ 
mine infestation. 
Cut a branch 
about one-half inch in diameter 
and eight inches long and send 
it to your local state agricultur­ 
al station. 
Laboratory analysis 
there will determine if the fun­ 
gus is present. 


THIS PAST spring the fungus 
was aided by the cool, wet wea­ 
ther in which it multiplies. 
Best protection 
against 
the 
Dutch elm disease is to spray 
to control elm bark beetles and 
to help your tree maintain 
its 
vigor. 
This 
is 
accomplished 
with good tree care practices, 
such as feeding, adequate water­ 
ing and pruning dead and dying 
branches. 
The beetles seem to 
prefer failing trees as targets for 
attack. 


Tree Feeding Seen 
Best Weapon To 
Combat Drought 


Drought-stricken shade and or­ 
namental trees can be saved by 
prompt feeding to restore lagging 
vitality, a tree doctor said today. 
Feeding not only helps growing 
vigor, but it thwarts boring in­ 
sects, which like to attack weak­ 
ened trees, according to 
Billy 
White, field representative of the 
Davey Tree Expert Co. 
When trees are to some degree 
prematurely denuded as a result 
of severe drought, feeding with a 
fertilizer high in nitrogen content 
is an important part of the first 
aid treatment. Feeding operations 
should be followed immediately by 
generous watering to revive wilt­ 
ed leaves and to activate 
th e 
fertilizer. Long after leaf fall, 
roots remain active in searching 
out food. A more efficient root 
system also, helps the tree gulp 
up every available bit of moisture 
in the soil. 
The feeding technique is quite 
simple, the tree expert explained. 
Best application is by the perfora­ 
tion method. Holes about 18 inches 
apart and 12 to 18 inches deep are 
punched or drilled over the en­ 
tire root area. This, roughly, is 
equivalent to the branch spread. 
Use a tree food that contains 
ten or twelve per cent nitrogen 
and divide the dosage among the 
holes. Fill the remainder of each 
hole with peat moss or other 
humous materials - or the holes 
may be left open if preferred. 
Fall rains may help distribute the 
fertilizer. However, since rainfall 
is seldom dependable, deep water­ 
ing with the garden hose may ob­ 
tain 
the desired results 
much 
more quickly.

Home Builders 


Are Confident 


Midwest home 
builders 
are 
looking to the future with confi 
dence. So concludes the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Chicago after 
conducting a survey of residential 
building contractors in this area. 
Virtually all builders interviewed 
expect their volume of operations 
in the next 12 months to be at 
least as great as in the past year. 
In its monthly review, “Busi­ 
ness Conditions,” the bank points 
out that the tone of the market 
continues strong in most Mid­ 
west communities. None of the 
builders contacted hold appreci­ 
able inventories of unsold homes 
despite the recent 
upsurge 
in 
speculative building. 
Moreover, 
many firms report that they are 
sold ahead well into fall. 
* * * 


EASIER CREDIT, particularly 
to veterans, was frequently cited 
by builders as the major cause 
of the strong demand for housing. 
VA loans are now commonly a- 
vailable in Midwest centers at 5 
per cent down and 30 years to 
pay.

guaranteed

minimum increase of $5.00 and 
some families may receive as 
much as $31.00, depending upon

earnings and the size of

family group. 
No one now re­ 
ceiving benefits needs 
to 
dc 
anything to get these increases. 
They are automatic. 
2. In 1955 beneficiaries will 
be able to earn up to $1200 a 
year before losing any monthly 
payments.

3. Beginning January I, 1955 
there will be no earnings limit 
for anyone 72 years of age or 
older.

Gardening Habits Give 
insight into Personality

I can always tell a provident, 
farsighted person by his garden­ 
ing habits. 
He 
plants 
a 
great 
deal in fall. 
But 
anyone, 
regardless of his 
i n c I i n a t ions, 
must 
plant 
in 
fall if he wants 
a spring display 
of crocus, hya­ 
cinths, daffodils, 
p e o n i es, lilies 
and all the oth­ 
er perenials that 
add to nature’s 
vigorous 
cele-bration 
spring 
awaken-ing. 
Bulbs are exceedingly reward­ 
ing. They require no pampering 
and—once they pop their sprouts 
into the spring sunshine—quickly 
produce large, colorful blooms. 
• GG 
I SAY BULBS require no pam­ 
pering. That’s true. But they do 
appreciate good planting. 
A n d 
good planting simply means the 
exercise 
of common sense. 
Ifs 
relatively easy to produce a one­ 
time production of flowers 
be­ 
cause the bulbs you plant this 
fall already have next spring’s 
flowers within themselves. 
Cut a 
bulb open and, in the center, you 
will see the embryo of the flower 
that will develop and come up 
when sufficiently encouraged by 
spring’s rain and sunshine. But, 
if you want yearly repeat per­ 
formances from the same bulb, 
you must observe the rules of 
good planting. 
Here are the simple rules for 
planting bulbs: 
First 
g 'e t 
good-sized 
bulbs 
Your 
local 
nursery 
has 
them. 
Avoid mail - order bargain bulbs. 
They are dear at ary price be­ 
cause—even if big enough to pro­ 
duce flowers—the blooms will be 
disappointingly srnalh 


START 
WITH 
GOOD-SIZED 
bulbs that are good-sized because 
they 
are 
“adult” 
bulbs—w e 11 
grown—and sure to bloom. These 
bulbs will be with you for years. 
So ifs true economy to buy the 
very finest. 
Plant those bulbs in a reason­ 
ably sunny location and in a spot 
that drains well Bulbs don’t like 
wet feet. If thy stand too long 
in icy water they rot and die. If 
your garden soil is heavy, mix 
in sand to improve the drainage. 
Now, as to the actual planting: 
The bulb must send out roots to 
feed itself. So let the surrounding 
soi* be well broken and free of 
lumps. 
The bulb next spring must send 
a tender shoot upward. So, again, 
make sure there are no lumps 
on top of the bulb. 
* 
* 
G 
IN MY PERSONAL gardening 
I have had excellent results from 
this plan: After digging a hole 


to proper depth and making sure 
the under soil is soft and friable, 
I place the bulb in position and 
then fill in the “well” above the 
bulb with a mixture of peat and 
vermiculite in about even parts. 
This permits deeper planting — 
which avoids winter heaving — 
and makes a covering the shoots 
can penetrate without difficulty.

procedure 
is 
especially 
suited 
to 
the 
planting 
o f 
hyacinths, that 
gorgeous 
peren­ 
nial which gives some gardeners 
so much 
trouble. 
Actually, 
hy­ 
acinths planted in a light soil 
and covered as above described, 
will

blooms. At least they do for me. 
I have told you before, if you 
don’t want to bother to dig up and 
replant 
your tulips 
each 
year,

and 
they’ll need no further attention 
for years. Of course they must be 
covered with a light-soil mixture, 
free of stones and lumps. 
Plant all spring-flowering bulbs 
as early as possible so that they 
make fall-growth under the soil.

University of Illinois soil fertil­ 
ity specialist L. B. Miller says 
these legumes will help to build 
up the soil on your farm. Red and 
mammoth clover also make effec­ 
tive catch crops. 
Legume catch crops grown with 
wheat and oats or other small 
grains improve the soil for the fol­ 
lowing crops. They are most ef­ 
fective when your crop rotation 
does not include legumes as hay 
or pasture. Catch crops pay off in 
higher yields, particularly when 
they are plowed under before corn. 


SWEET CLOVER rates high be­ 
cause 
of 
its 
rapid, 
vigorous 
growth. In the year following seed­ 
ing,' sweet clover often averages 
from Wa to 2 tons of dry matter 
per acre. This dry matter con­ 
tains from about 80 to nearly 200 
pounds of nitrogen. About 
two- 
thirds of the nitrogen comes from 
the air. 


In some cases alfalfa is super 
ior to sweet clover as a catch 
crop. On farms in areas where the 
sweet clover weevil is a serious 
threat,

IN ADDITION to improving soil 
fertility and boosting crop yields, 
catch crops help to control soil 
erosion. The deep-growing roots 
and heavy top growth add plenty 
of organic matter to the soil. This 
organic matter in turn improves 
soil tilth. 
If you are growing catch crops 
with winter grain, seed them in 
February or March. For spring 
grains, seed legumes at the same 
time you seed the grain. They us­ 
ually cause little or no interfer­ 
ence with the grain crop. 
With favorable weather and soil 
conditions, catch crops make good 
growth in the fall. You can plow 
them under in late fall or early 
sping in time to prepare the 
ground for the following crop.

business of

soup concentrate from Switzer­ 
land into Italy. 
Every unem­ 
ployed smuggler on the Contin­ 
ent has come to ' the area, and 
there still seems to be enough 
business for everybody!

THE SWISS and Italian fron­ 
tier guards, however, have been 
alerted and re-inforced to hold 
back this illegal • trade. 
There 
are patrol dogs being transferred 
from other border areas to help 
out in this chicken-soup land­ 
slide. 
The center of the problem lies 
with the fact that chicken soup 
concentrate is no longer on sale 
in Italy, and this is a food tha 
is highly valued by the Italian 
public. When millions of people 
are deprived of even the small­ 
est item, be it 
a 
toothbrush 
shoestrings or simple safety pins 
and deprived of it completely 
then the market for big busi­ 
ness is open.

REPORTS from the frontier 
especially around Chiasso 
and 
Lugano, reveal that the Italian 
guards are nabbing between four 
and 
five 
thousand 
packages 
daily. 
It is known, 
however, 
that this area is a 
smuggler’s

ous mountain passes. 
It is es­ 
timated that only 
about 
one 
smuggler in twenty is 
caught, 
and then only because he is a 
foreigner and unfamiliar with 
the Alps. 
In 1950 the manufacture

Article IV 
Section 6. The General Assem­ 
bly in 1955 shall redistrict th e 
state for the purpose of electing 
state senators. There shall be fifty- 
eight senatorial districts. Co o k 
county shall have twenty-four of 
the districts. These twenty-four 
districts shall be located as fol­ 
lows: Eighteen in the territory 
that is within the present cor­ 
porate limits of the city of Chi­ 
cago; and six in the territory that 
is in Cook county outside such 
corporate limits. The remaining 
one hundred and one counties of 
the state shall have thirty-four of 
the senatorial districts. 
All senatorial districts shall be 
formed of contiguous and compact 
territory. In their formation, area 
shall be the prime consideration. 
The senatorial districts shall be 
numbered one, two, three, and 50 
forth, including fifty-eight.

While this amendment of Sec­ 
tions 6, 7 and 8 of Article IV, if 
adopted shall be effective upon its 
adoption, nevertheless the General 
Assembly meeting in 1955 or 1956 
shall consist of fifty-one senators 
and one hundred and fifty-three 
representatives as provided in Sec­ 
tions 6, 7 and 8 of Article IV of 
tile 1870 constitution of Illinois be­ 
fore the adoption of this amend­ 
ed. 
If the 1955 General Assembly in 
its regular session redistricts and 
reapportions, as required, or if up­ 
on its failure the commission does 
so, then those senators, who are 
still residents in odd numbered 
districts and who were elected in 
1954, will retain their offices until 
the expiration of their terms. But 
in those odd numbered districts, 
as created in 1955, where no sena­ 
tor elected in 1954 has been a 
resident for one year next preced­ 
ing the election in 1956, a vacancy 
in the office of senator for such 
districts exists. Likewise, a vacan­ 
cy exists in the office of senator 
in such odd numbered districts 
where two or more senators elect­ 
ed in 1954 are residents of the 
district. In either case, a senator 
in such an odd numbered district 
shall be elected in 1956 for a term 
expiring in 1958. The main pur­ 
pose of this schedule is to pro­ 
vide for a senate with a full quota 
af members in 1957-1958. 
Any senator elected in 1954, who 
is eliminated from his office by 
the redistricting, and who is not 
reelected in 1956 for the two year

Establishment of road surfacing 
and drainage regulations which 
would apply to proposed subdivis­ 
ions in unincorporated areas was 
requested recently by William J. 
Mortimer, superintendent of the 
county highway department. 
The county board of commiss­ 
ioners assigned the job of drafting 
the regulations to a subcommittee 
headed by Commissioner John J. 
Duffy, who said his group was al­ 
so asked to consolidate the new 
rules with existing requirements 
on plats, dedications, vacations, 
zoning, and health. 
Hie rapid development of build­ 
ing in unincorporated areas has 
resulted in a number of complaints 
from home owners harassed b y 
highway and drainage problems. 
The county now has no regula- 
tions for road surfacing or drain- 
8 of article IV of age for surface water, and thus 
the Constitution, 
many subdividers build stone and 
gravel roads which become mud- 
holes by the time the subdivision 
is completed. 
Earlier attempts by the county 
to ask for minimum road and 
drainage requirements were pre­ 
cluded by a lack of enabling state 
legislation. 
Enabling law 
w a s 
sought unsuccessfully in 1951 by 
the late Robert Kingery, former 
chairman of the county zoning 
board of appeals. The legislation 
was enacted last year.
